. Judged merely on merits of 
debate, the cogent arguments of 
the D.M.S., and Mr Carrie were 
decidedly more impressive than 
the plaints of the Unofficials.

Mr D. L, Newbigging,. Controller 
of Food, hans tssucd the following 
statement for general Information: - 

With reference to -Government 
Notifications 605 of June 14, 1940, 
and 1351 of*December 13, 1940, all 
firms, hongs, companics and indl- 
viduals who import foodstuffs (ine 
cluding liquids) directly .to Hong- 
kong from the United Kingdom are 
required to register themselves at the 
office of the Controller of Food by 
letter on or before March 15, 1041, 
when a number will be allotted to 
them in connexion with permission to 
import-into thls Colony from. the 
United Kingdom. Importers are 
warned. that {allure to register by 
March 15 may involve refusal of such

VENTS of the pust fftecn, 
5 months appear to prove 
that the soldier of this war 
stands a much greater 
chance of being taken prisoner 
than of being wounded or killed. 

This is the paradoxical sequcl to 
tho employment of the grentest 
array of lethal weapons ever used in 
any war, : 

Ever since tho Great War military 
engineers and scientista have been 
developing what they call “fire 
power,” - 


“ Fire power" sccks to equipevery | 


individual soldier: not with one 
weapon but with many, all capable 
-of killing the greatest number of the 
enemy in the shortest possible time 
with the minimum amount of effort. 


Figures Tell 


But rifics, Bren guns, 
tommy guns, trench mortars, hand 
grenades, artillery of all kinds, 

bombs of all kinds have all contrived 
so far to laugh up thelr muzzies at 
their inventors. m 
For their tremendous killing power 
‘has resulted, not in killing-hundreds 
of thousands of men, but in keeping 
them alive. est 
__ Iam not advancing this o5 a final 
conclusion to be drawn from modern 
war, It js far too early to draw any 
sound conclusions, But look at the 
following figures. ~ 

In the Orst Mfteen months of this 
war the British Army Jost Just over 
6,000 officers and men kilied,.11,000 
wounded, ‘and 14,000 missing. But 
it lost 44,000 officers ond men 85 


prisoners of war in the same period, - 


Nearly nine times as many 
men taken prisoner ns there 
were men killed. 

Ah! you will say, but the capture 
of all those Britisn prisontrs was 
not duo to military causcs but, to 
the social causes which resulted in 
the defection of Belgium and the 
collapse of France. ‘ 

Well, there 1s something in that 
claim and we will admit that the 
battles of France and: Belgium are 
not good examples, : 

Wo will also admit that Norway 
was not in a position to fight effcc- 
tively and that Denmark did not 
fight at all. 

Yet it may be that Norway and 
Denmark knew it was useless to 
Nght against such an array of 
“fire-power."’ It'may be, also, that 
Frange and Belgium were over- 
‘awed by the sume thought. 

Turn to the German side of the 
picture. It was Germany who 
started the war with a great pre- 
ponderance: of “ fire-power” and 
she protected !t with armour in 
armoured columns and. gave it 
speed through mechanisation. 

Germany, hos taken more than 
2,000,000 prisonera, : 


. Eleven Millions ' 


In the four years of the Great 
Wai tho British lost-altogether-as 
prisoners of war only just over 
350,000’ officers and men out of o 
total of eleven million casualtics 
suffered by both sides. (Many 


officers and men twice or thrice. 


wounded fro to make up that total.) 

Xet in tho-first Mfteen months 

of the present war Germany 

has lost, in’ all classes of 

casualties, no more than 800,000 

officers and men. a 

The eleven million casunitics of 
1014-18 were largely the result of 
trench warfare; the 800,000 Ger- 
man casualtics largely the result 
of open warfare. 

It may be argued that treachery 
arid corruption, largely created in 
countries like France, Belgium, Nor- 
way and Denmark in preparation 
for the German tanks and dive- 
bombers, destroys the purely mill- 
tary aspect of this comparison.
